PRELIMINARY. 


Havine had frequent applications from relatives for im- 
formation touching our ancestral line, I determined to make a 
complete record of my father’s immediate family, from the date 
of his marriage, giving the time of the birth of his children in 
consecutive order; when and to whom they were married; and 
when and where they died. And this was intended for my own 
children. ‘Then it was proposed to extend the work and make 
it inelude all my father’s descendants down to the present time, 
and put it in a form that could be supplied to all the eonnection 
who might wish to have it. 

But inquiries are made concerning the family in Ireland 
and its allied connections by intermarriage; this leads me to 
make this preliminary statement: 

James Park was born in Manor Cunningham, Donegal 
County, Ireland, April 14, 1770. He was a son of Robert and 
Naney (Aiken) Park, and a grandson of Andrew Park. The 
postal address of the family was “‘Balleighan, Manor Cunning- 
ham, County Donegal, Iveland.’’ 

The sons of Robert and Naney A. Park, naming them in 
the order of birth, as I understand it, were Andrew, Robert, 
Joseph, James, William and Nathan, and the two daughters 
were Elizabeth and Naney. 

Andrew Park remained in Treland, and married Jean Hen- 
derson, of Bellyholly, on September 15, 1796. They had three 
danghters—Mary, Nancy and Peeoy—and one son—Robert— 
who died at the age of 21 years. Peggy married Robert Mc- 
Kinley, and they had two daughters. 

Elizabeth Park married James Culbert, and they had four 
sons and three daughters. Matthew, their oldest child, came 
to the United States in 1830; was in Knoxyille, Winchester and 
Payetteyille, Tenn., awhile, then went to Alabama, where he 
died, unmarried. Some of the daughters of James Culbert came 
to Philadelphia, Penn., where I saw them sevefal times between 
1843 and 1846. 
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Naney Park married James Armour, and they had a fam- 
ily of four sons and two daughters. They remained in Ireland. 

Robert and Joseph Park came to the United States about 
1793. Robert located in Boonsboro, Md., and married Mary 
————; had a son ealled Robert, who came to Knoxville 
about 1818, and married Eyelma Mason, daughter of Mr. John 
Mason, and a sister of ‘the late Mrs. Susan Boyd—the mother 
of Drs. John M. and Sam. Boyd, of Knoxyille. This Rebert Park 
had a family—two sons and two daughters, moved to Alabama, 
where he died. Robert Park, of Maryland, also had a daughter 
who married a man named ———— Miller, and a sem of hers, 
Park Miller, was in Knoxville between 1840 and 1850. 

Joseph Park settled first in Lexington, Va., then moved 
to Rogersville, Tenn., thence to Nashville, where he died in 
1836, unmarried. 

James and Willam came to the United States nm 1796, spent 
a while in Baltimore, Md., where they had a kinsman, John 
Kennedy (father, I think, of John Pendleton Kennedy), and a 
while also at Chambersburg, Penn.; and in March, 1798, they 
came to Knoxville and began the mercantile business—and. 
here they ended their days, Wilham, August 31, 1846, and 
James, September 19, 1853; elders, both of them, in the Pres- 
byterian Chureh, and both left families. 

Nathan Park, the youngest son of Robert and Naney A. 
Park, came to the United Statesan 1798 and to Knoxville the 
same year. He died in 1818, nnmarried. 

The connections in freland were with the Campbells, Ken- 
nedys, Alexanders, Buchanans, Blackwoods, Reids, Tarens, 
Harris, Risks, Stuarts and others. How these connections came 
about I only know in part. Patrick Campbell, son of Hugh, 
near Ramelton, married Margaret Park, sister of Robert Park, 
of Balleigzhan, and aunt of James and William Park, of Knox- 
ville. Hugh and Andrew Campbell, sons of Patrick and Mar- 
garet Campbell, came to the United States before 1800, and 
located im Rogersville, Tenn., where Hugh married and died 
without issue, 

Andrew Campbell moved to Middle Tennessee, married 
Mary Caldwell, of Shelbyville, who bore him two sons— William 
P. and John. She died and he then married Jane Campbell, of 
the Virginia and Hast Tennessee Campbelis, and they had four 
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children, Arthur, Margaret, Elizabeth and Jane. Wm. P. 
Campbell reared a family m Williamson County, Tenn. Mar- 
garet married John Marshall, of Franklin, Tenn.; John settled 
in Louisville, Ky., and Arthur went to Mississippi, and a son of 
his, Wm. A. Campbell, lives in Columbus, Miss. Others of the 
Campbell connection, Patrick, William 8. and Andrew, brothers, 
game over and settled in Williamson County, Tenn., about 1839, 
and John, another brother, came over in 1853 with his family. 
These Campbells are in Williamson and Davidson Counties, and 
Memphis, Tenn., Little Rock, Ark., Mobile, and other places. 

Robert Buchanan, a cousin of the Parks, lived with them 
in Knoxville about 1805-1810, then went to Nashville, where 
he married Elizabeth Turley. He died in 1829, leaving two 
daughters—Magegie and Sallie. Maggie died unmarried. Sallie 
married Thomas Plater, January, 1851, and five children were 
born to them, viz.: Elizabeth, Marearuite, Hvelina, Roxbury 
and 'Nhomas, all of whom are deceased, except Elizabeth, who 
marricd B. S. Gardner, in Nashyille. Mr. Gardner died Janu- 
ary 26, 1901, leave her with a son—H. §. Gardner, Jr.—who 
was born June Sth, 1872. 

Old letters from Andrew Park and his sisters in [reland, 
to my father, which are in my possession, speak of ‘Uncle John 
Kennedy,’’ ‘Cousin John Kennedy, of Baltimore,’’ *‘ Aunt 
Harris’ family,’’ ‘‘Unele John Tarens,’’ ‘‘Cousin John Rislk,”’ 
‘*CGousin Williani Stuart of Gleneoe,’’? but I do not know how 
the connections came. 

As to the Alexander connection with the Parks I orily 
know that the Alexander clan in Roekbridge County, Va., (in- 
cluding the Rev. Dr. Archibald Alexander, of Princeton, N. J..) 
claimed kinship with the Knoxville Parks. Mrs. Elizabeth Me- 
Ching, of Staunton, Va., (who was a sister of Dr. Alexander, 
and knew my uncles, Joseph and Wm. Park) told me, in 1846, of 
the connection between the two families. Since that I have 
learned that an Archibald Alexander, of Scotland, emigrated to 
Treland with his family, including three sons, and settled in 
Manor Cunningham, Donegal County, and Archibald Alexander, 
born in Manor Cunningham, February 4, 1708, married his 
cousin, Marearet Park, December 31, 1734; and a Thomas Alex- 
ander, son of Archibald, the Seoteh emigrant, married a sister 
of Joseph Park, who, I suppose, was-my father’s great-grand- 
father, and among the early Park settlers in Donegal. 
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William Park, who settled in Knoxville in 1798, married 
Jane Crozier Armstrong, a daughter of James Armstrong, 
(familiarly known as ‘‘Trooper Azmstrong,’’ because he had 
served in the English cavalry before he came to the United 
States) and they had a son ealled Robert, who died in infaney. 
They also had five daughters: 

J. Susan Wells-Park, born August 31, 1812, and married 

Dr, Leonidas Baker, in 1829, and after his death she married 
James C, Moses, in 1840—children by both husbands. 
2 Ann Eliza Park, born in 1816, married James H. Arm- 
strong (not related to ‘‘Trooper’’), in 1839, died March 6, 1886, 
leaving three sons—Wm. P., Robt. A., and Frank, all now de- 
ceased, 

%. Sophia Moody Park, born Jane 4, 1817, married Geo, 
W. Churchwell in 1837, and died May, 1898. 

4. Mary Jane Park, born in 1819 and died in 1844, un- 
married. 

5. Naomi Park, born in 1821, and died in early youth. 

For the benefit of many in the connection, let me say that 
‘Trooper’? Armstrong’s daughter Ann, married Jobn MeCor- 
mick, who died May 7, 1817, and left her with a daughter— 
Susan Wells MeCormick, who married Luke Lea. They had a 
large family, of whom the late John M. Lea, of Nashville, was 
one of four sons; and the late Mrs, Ann H, Bernard, of St. 
Louis: the late Mrs. Susan Calloway, of Monroe County, Tenn. ; 
the late Mrs. Lavinia Earnest, of Knoxville, and Mrs. Margaret 
Hennegar, of Charleston, Tenn., were the daughters. 

‘Trooper’? Armstrong came to this section at a very early 
day, was present at the council of Gov. Blount with the Chero- 
kee Indians, in 1792, at the mouth of First Creek in what is 
now the city of Knoxville, and was the master of ceremonies 
on that oceasion, He was the father of Gen. Robert Arm- 
strong, who was with Gen. Jackson in the Creek war, and post- 
master at Nashville during Gen. Jackson’s administration as 
President of the United States, and the father also of Gen. 
Frank Armstrong, of the United States army, and of William 
Armstrong, Indian Commissioner in Arkansas. 

The following pages record James Park’s immediate family 
and their descendants, as fully as I am able to give it, down to 
the present time. 


FAMILY RECORD 


JAMES PARK 


Was born in Balleighan, Manor Cunningham, Donegal County, 
Treland, April 14, 1770. 

He came to the United States in 1796, and settled in Knox- 
ville, Tenn., im March, 1798. 


SOPHIA MOODY 


Was a native of Wilmington, Del., and was born on the 2nd 
day of April, 1780. She came to Knoxyille with Mr. Thomas 
Brown, her brother-m-law, about 1797. Mes, Brown was an 
older sister of Miss Moody, and they lived two miles from 
Knoxville on what is now the Kingston pike. Mr. Brown 
owned a large farm, which included the property of the late 
Robert H. and Murat Armstrong. Mr, Park owned property 
adjoining Mr, Brown’s on the southwest, and when attempting, 
with two officers of the law, to serve a writ of ejectment, he 
was twice shot and dangerously wounded by the party in ad- 
verse possession, and was carried to Mr. Brown's, where he 
was tenderly nursed by Mrs. Brown and Miss Moody for sev- 
eral weeks. After his recovery he was married to Sophia 
Moody on the 23rd day of February, 1804, by Rev. Samuel Car- 
viek, the founder and first pastor of the First Presbyterian 
Church of Knoxville,
